The Popocrats held a oity conven­ 
tion at the court house last night and 
placed a full ticket in the field, with 
the exception of a candidate fig 
municipal judge. In the absence of 
Boss Stivers, Affidavit Johnson called 
the convention to order, and J. BL 
Martin acted as secretary. Mr. John­ 
son appointed a committee of five on 
credentials and a recess of 5 minutes 
was taken to fix up a slate that woald 
snit both the Populists and Demo­ 
cratic delegatus. 
The committee on predentigls re­ 
ported each ward entitled to fife 
delegates, after which a permanent 
organization was effected by electing 
EL Cullen chairman and J. M. Martin 
secretary. 
Nominations for mayor were called 
for and Ed. Collen was placed in 
nomination by the Democratic fac­ 
tion and A. Olson by the People’s. 
An informal brulot resulted in 13 
votes for Collen and 6 for Olson. 
It 
was expected that Olson woald with­ 
draw in the interest of harmony, bat 
he did not appear to see it in that way, 
so a formal ballot was ordered.

desiring a fight between the fractions, 
Mr. Kelleher proposed an adjourn­ 
ment of Jive minutes, and tfien in­ 
vited all the delegates into a commit­ 
tee room.

Key West, Oct. 2 1 .-lf the Spanish 
authorities had taken 
taken 
Senor 
Angel Fernandes off the Ward line 
steamer Vigilancla while that vessel 
was in Havana harbor last Friday 
United States warships would hare 
immediately been ordered to Havana 
to enforce a demand for reparation 
and war between this country and 
Spain would have undoubtedly result­ 
ed. 
For three hours last Friday the 
United States and Spain were on the 
brink of war, and the threatening sit­ 
uation was only relieved when the 
Spanish 
authorities 
ignomeniously 
backed down and allowed the steamer 
to proceed to sea with Fernandez still 
on board. A letter received here from 
a correspondent In 
Havana who Is 
close to Consul General Lee, gives a 
dramatic account of the episode. Ac­ 
cording to tho letter, when the Vigi­ 
lance put into Havana the Spanish 
authorities demanded the surrender 
of Senor Fernandez, a Mexican, on 
board the vessel. 
The Spaniards al­ 
leged that he was not a Mexican, but 
a subject of Spain. Capt. John McIn­ 
tosh, of the steamer, refused to sur­ 
render Fernandez. Then the Spanish 
authorities told McIntosh that if the 
steamer attempted to go to sea with 
Fernandez on board she would lie sunk 
by the gnus of Moro castle. Tile cap­ 
tain immediately laid the matter be­ 
fore tho consul general, who compli­ 
mented tin* captain on his bravery and 
told him to take the steamer to sea 
when lie pleased. 
Consul Lee was 
greatly enraged at the threat to sink 
the Vigilancia aud is reported to have 
said to Capt. McIntosh: “If the guns 
of Monroe castle sink your ship Amort. 
can warships will be bombarding Ha* 
va na in a few days." 
Capt. McIntosh returned to the Vlg- 
Itancia and Consul Lee Informed Wey- 
ler Hint the vessel w*as going to sea, 
and that lf any attempt was made to 
take off Fernandez or that if the vessel 
was tired upon Spain must take the 
consequences. 
Woyler immediately 
summoned a cabinet council and while 
this council was considering the mat­ 
ter the steamer began to weigh anchor. 
The Sprnish officials on board pro­ 
tested hut Capt. McIntosh said in vig­ 
orous language, the 
letter 
states: 
Damn your objections, my ship has 
been cleared. My consul has told me 
to go to sea. I am going, and I dare 
you to try to prevent me. Get off my 
ship," and with 
that 
the Yankco 
roughly shoved the Spopiards into the 
waiting boats and the Vigilancia, fly­ 
ing the stars and stripes, started for 
the mouth of the itarbor which is comr 
jimmied by the gup* of Moro castle. 
All was excitement in Havana and 
the (piays and house tops were lined 
with hundreds of persona who expect­ 
ed to sec the steamer fired upon. 
Consul Lee himself 
watched 
tho 
vessel through 
a glass, meanwhile 
Signals were being exchanged between 
^Veyler’s palace and Moro castle, and 
in tile latter place there were signs of 
great excitement. Slowly the steamer 
entered the mouth of the harbor and 
then it was noticed that the gups of 
Moro were turned on the ship. 
The 
Vigilancia repeatedly signalled Moro 
castle: “I am going to sea," but no 
answer came from the fort until the 
vessel was in blue water, and then 
the Spaniards ran up the signal which 
meaus “Good by," 
It is said that Weyler is furious over 
tho departure of the vessel and Con­ 
sul Lee's course.

It Is commonly reported, aud la no 
leas commonly believed by the Inexperi­ 
enced tourist, that edelweiss Is a plant 
which only grows ta the most danger­ 
ous and Inaccessible situations. 
Of 
course, with It, as with any other Alp­ 
ine plant, this may now and then hap­ 
pen. 
But. as a rale, it is found on 
rough and rather stony slopes of grass 
the ordinary pasture of sheep and goats, 
at heights ranging from about 6.660 to 
8,000 feet above the sea level. 
It la 
not often met with below the former 
limit, rod seldom above the latter. 
Once It could be plucked—probably it 
has now been exterminated—by the 
side of a path a few hundred feet above 
Zermatt, and within half an hour of 
the hotels; it was abundant, and no 
doubt still is. all about the little inn 
at the Tosa Falls, and it may be picked 
in handfuls within a couple of hours’ 
easy walk front the laths of San Ber­ 
nardino. 
That it is a great rarity 
is also an article of faith, but this is' 
another myth. It Is, doubtless, a (A nt 
local rather than universal in the Alps* 
but there are few districts where it 
does not occur, often abundantly. What 
luts caused it to be so prized is difficult 
to understand. 
It is an everlasting. 
but that is almost equivalent to say­ 
ing that It has no great beauty. The 
plant attains a height of about four 
inches, having one or two flowers on a 
stein. 
These are star-shaped, a few 
{minted rays down-covered, a* lf they 
were cut out of {ale gray velvet, sur­ 
rounding two or three yellowish tufts. 
The dry stem and narrow leaves are 
similarly covered. 
Its scientific name 
is Gnaphalium leontopodlum. and the 
genus to which It belongs has three 
or four representatives in the Alps, 
one of them, G. dioicum, being also 
abundant on dry moors in Britain. 
It is, in short, a flower quaint rather 
than beautiful. 
The edelweiss is an extremely easy 
plaut to raise from seed, and should 
lie treated as nil annual. 
The seed 
can be obtained readily for a few lienee 
from any respectable nurseryman. 
It 
Is, however, a very difficult plant to 
transplant with any success. 
Some­ 
times the edelweiss, when torn from 
its native mountain and set out iii a 
garden, will have sufficient life in it 
to flower, and then pine away and die 
This is the almost invariable resul1 
of these attempted transplantations. 
It may be added that edelweiss, whet 
grown on anything Uke the sea level 
or. in fact, anywhere away from home 
entirely loses its distinctive character 
and becomes worthless as a garde.) 
plant. 
Perhaps these 
remarks will 
save some tourists’ sponge bags from 
being filled, which, if they do not lie 
come heated and die on the journey, 
will barely linger long enough to euabl« 
the proud owner to point to them 
as evidence that he has actually beet) 
to Switzerland.—London Standard.

He thinks thai 
the saving to coal alone aud the in­ 
creased capacity of locomotives would 
more than pay any big railroad com­ 
pany for the expense of equipping 
their coaches with the device in li-es 
than a year, lie does not think that 
the trolley system would ever prove a 
success on standard roads moving a 
heavy traffic, but says that in less than 
ten years all the big roads will Im* 
using auxiliary motors on their coach­ 
es, especially on through trains run­ 
ning at a high rate of speed, which de­ 
mand the heaviest of engines at pres­ 
ent, and even then can scarcely make 
schedule time.—Pittsburg Poet.

■UCCMSSPVL FARMING. 


U t tho Fatama Foil 
J u d g m e n t a u d H e W HI f a e e e e d . 
If every fanner were as enthusiastic 
an the subject of good methods on the 
farm as he Is about having good and 
favorable seasons tor his farming oper­ 
ations, says the Nebraska Farmer, 
there would be a great deal less mis­ 
ery in the world. One of the phases 
rf practicing better methods that very 
few farmers get any adequate idea of, 
is that of making all operations and 
nau&actions of the farm, work together 
to the one end of producing big crops 
regularly, Just as a piece of coalpit 
sated machinery has all its parts work­ 
ing In harmony, that the machine may, 
without fan, do Its work effectually. 
Any crop a farmer may cultivate, or 
any kind of live stock he undertakes 
to keep upon the farm, has its relation 
to other crops or kinds of stock to be 
cultivated and raised, and this very re­ 
lation la the thing that should deter­ 
mine the extent to which the farmer 
is to go with bls various operations. 
The man with one Idea, or a hobby 
on the farm, generally has a hard road 
to travel. Ile works without any of 
the advantages that flow from the 
smaller economies. It *s one thing to 
make the ends meet, but it is another 
and better thing to make them lap 
over. This is what the up-to-date, att- 
tround farmer is constantly doing. He 
is striving as far as lies in his power 
to make of the farm a complete home. 
He varies his methods, too, to suit the 
occasion. And this is where the well 
informed farmer always has the ad­ 
vantage of those who know little or 
nothing aa to what is {hissing in the 
world outside their own immediate 
neighborhood. It requires knowledge 
md the exercise of judgment along all 
hese lines, for a man to know with 
nytliing like precision, whether it is 
iiest to extend or curtail his operations 
( long certain lines of crop production, 
for any particular year. Jumping at 
conclusions, or following along In an 
old rut, is a style of farming that ought 
to be obsolete in this day and age of 
the world. 
If there Is any one expression that 
describes the successful farmer of to­ 
day, it is that of being up to the times. 
Other things tieing equal, the up-wlth- 
the-times farmer is found in the lead 
everv day and everywhere. Some farm­ 
ers The always waiting for an opportu 


plowing can ba dona at nay tho 
tween the saving of the clover 
and spring. On bottom land, fall plow­ 
ing of clover sod tor cora or potatoes 
la followed by most satisfactory crops. 
On clay or hill lands that pack or 
wash under heavy rains, the plowing 
la deferred until spring. Corn or clo­ 
ver sod, toll-plowed, la easily cultivat­ 
ed and can be put la the beat possible 
tilth In the siding by mice or twice 
working with disc, spring-tooth or 
common harrow. As there Is leas 
spring work hi preparing this ground 
for com. it can be planted a week or 
two earlier than on apring-piowed 
land. This la an important factor In 
this rotation, aa the corn matures ear­ 
ly, so that it is ready for the wheat by 
the middle of September, generally. 
Tim clover baa filled the aril with an 
ample supply of vegetable matter, and 
more nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash than the corn crop can appro­ 
priate, so that the soil is writ supplied 
tor the needs of the wheat crop., The 
frequent cultivation of the cora has 
fined and firmed the soil, so that we 
find, In average reasons, an ideal seed 
bed for wheat. 


A W e ll M ade le e H ouse. 
Tlie engraving shows an lee house 
that is so arranged as to ward off front 
its most vulnerable point the heat of 
summer. It is the roof of an ice house 
that receives the greater part of the 
sun’s heat, and not the aldea, concern­ 
ing which the most care la usually 
given. Iu the ice house shown here­ 
with. a fiat roof Is first built, and above 
this is a broad, overhanging roof, witn 
plenty of space for the air to circulate 
beneath it. Where one can build be­ 
neath the shelter of a great tree, such 
a construction is not needed, but most 


lee houses must lie exposed to the suu’s 
rays. In which ease a double-decked 
roof of this sort will prove exceedingly 
advantageous cheap ice houses.—Or­ 
ange Judd Farmer.

The 
mice and chipmunks swarm In pK nth 
fill years, and the foxes appear, seek­ 
ing for the mice. The deer roams less, 
and are more easily tracked down by 
the still hunter when the nuts are 
plenty. Partridges and bluejays, wood­ 
peckers and rabbits, alike thrive on the 
nuts directly, while the fox and tho 
wildcat, the weasel and the marten. 
the dog and the hawk, the owl, and 
oven the shrike, find that the prey on 
which they feed is more easily taken, 
and consequently they wax tot and 
torpid. 
(HW as it may seem, the fish, too, 
come In for generous feeding. Insects 
bore Into the drying nuts and in them 
deposit eggs, that mature when the 
spring rains melt the snow. Many of 
these nuts get into the streams during 
the high water, and the larvae float 
along, to the delectation of the big and 
little fish, tor such morsels are sweet. 
With plenty of food, the fish grow with 
rapidity. The fisher folk, meo and her­ 
ons, have greater success. Another 
thing about the larvae in the nuts is 
that when they are not washed aw^y 
in the floods they take to their wings 
and fly, and then the swallows, the 
crested flycatchers, the toads and other 
insect-eaters have plenty of them. 
AU winter long, during the first 
tracking snow, and later, in the log­ 
ging days, tile deer benefit, for they 
dig down in the ground after the un­ 
derlying nuts, keeping their sides fat­ 
tened during the toll, as sleek as ever.

The northeast coast of Hondo, the 
largest of the Japanese islands, ex- 
trade nearer than any other land to the 
tremendous submarine hole in the 
earth’s crust known as the Tuscarora 
Deeps. This Is the deepest part of the 
ocean so far aa men know; it la almost 
as deep aa the topmost peak of the 
Himalayas la high.

breadth there are submarine volcanoes.

is aggravated, if not caused, by 
drouth and injuries of flea-beetles and 
other insects. It attacks the lops on­ 
ly. Late blight is rather a mildew, at­ 
tacking the tops first, and later caus­ 
ing the potatoes to rot and give off a 
very offensive odor. This fungous dis­ 
ease lives over winter in the stored po­ 
tatoes, and it would seem that if per­ 
fectly sound seed from a crop that had 
not been attacked by this disease wert' 
planted, the resulting crop would be 
free from the disease; and experiments 
at this station indicate, though they do 
not prove, that this is true. 
As it is some trouble to make Bor­ 
deaux mixture in small quantities, it 
is suggested that at the beginning of 
the season, stock solutions be made, aa 
follows: Put forty gallons of water 
into a clean kerosene barrel; put forty 
pounds of copper sulphate into a bran 
sack and suspend it In the water, just 
below the surface, by a stick across 
the top of the barrel. It will soon dis­ 
solve without stirring. Cover lightly 
for use from time to time. In another 
barrel slack forty pounds of fresh 
lime (air-slacked lime will not do) in 
forty gallons of water, and when the 
lime settles keep it covered with wa­ 
ter to prevent loss of strength. Now, 
to make Bordeaux mixture, pat twen 
ty-eight gallons of water into a forty- 
gallon barrel, add six from the stock 
solution of copper sulphate, and six 
from the stock solution of lime, first 
stirring these stock solutions thorough­ 
ly from the bottom, and you will have 
a solution composed of six pounds cop­ 
per sulphate, six pounds lime, and for­ 
ty gallons of water, and this is the 
best formula for Bordeaux mixture. 
The lime-mixture should be strained 
into the mixture through a very flue 
sieve, to exclude particles that might 
clog the nozzle or valves of the spray 
pump.

used one pound of British gum (dex­ 
trine) for every pound of Paris green, 
to make the poison adhere to the foli­ 
age; but the lime does this, and at the 
same time prevents the poison from 
burning the foliage. 


There always are a number of nuts 
that do not fall to the ground when 
the leaves do, but remain among the 
sharply-defined branches for many 
weeks, if not picked by some bird or 
mammal. These nuts are the source 
of many a fight between the bluejays 
and the squirrels, or between wood­ 
peckers and whatever birds and mam­ 
mals eat the dangling fruit. Some im­ 
provident squirrel has failed to lay up 
a sufficient store, and he must needs 
replenish it from among the trees. He 
goes to feeding, when the bluejays sal­ 
ly at him from the spruce tree on 
which they are cleaning their bills or 
pestering an owl. The squirrel is soon 
put to wild flight, well braised by the 
dashing birds.

Rail-Rearing. 
The question as to how ball-bear­ 
ings reduce friction has often been 
asked. 
With ordinary bearings the 
wheel rune on the axis aa a sledge on 
the ground, aud no matter how smooth 
and well-oiled the axle may be, there 
must be considerable friction.

“ball-bearings.” however, the wheel 
runs ou small steel balls placed be­ 
tween It and the axle, and these, turn­ 
ing on their axles aa the wheel rotates, 
act as " friction wheels,”' and reduce 
the friction between wheel and axle to 
a mlninnm. The circumference of a 
ball is more than three times Its diam­ 
eter, so the lit Us travel round the 
axle only a third as fast as the wheel, 
but the inside of the wheel In contact 
with the balls must have a greater 
circumference than the axle, and, 
therefore, the wheel will tend to turn 
the balls faster than they can run 
truly on the axle, with tile result that 
there must be a certain amount of 
slipping of tile balls; the friction thus 
caused, however, is a third less than 
lf the wheel were running directly on 
the axle.

Plowman; that ne has always growa 
his own seed, and he cannot under­ 
stand how smut should get into his 
grain. Well, we can only tell him it 
sometimes gets 'n, but, of course, can­ 
not tell how it got into his wheat 
There may have been some smut 
which he did not see in his previous 
crop. Too great care cannot be exer­ 
cised to prevent the sowing of smutty 
wheat. If there is the slightest suspl-

We who live In the temperate zone 
are accustomed to nature on her best 
behavior. We see rer orderly ways in 
the woods, where pines and oaks, pop­ 
lars and maples, alders and willows, 
and other forest froes have roots that 
grow down Into the ground and limbs 
that grow properly up and out into the 
air. 
But elsewhere nature has other 
moods aud methods. Iu a tropica! for­ 
est there is none of this air of dignity 
and good principle. The odd pranks, 
the wild absurdities, tbe vegetable 
freaks which the la guilty of make a 
difference that la astonishing 
Trees apparently grow upside down 
and assume ail sorts of eccentric 
shapes. Great dragging vines sprawl 
over everything, twisting and distort­ 
ing the poor, tired trees until they are 
crippled for life with what looks like 
rheumatism. The heavy rains and tbe 
hot sun make the plants grow rapidly, 
and there are fierce fights to see which 
shall win a little space in all that tan­ 
gle. Such pushing, such climbing- 
Then there Is the orchid, clinging, 
fringc-like, everywhere—frail and love­ 
ly, swinging back and forth in the soft 
air; but it has no conscience. It will 
not do a stroke of honest work, and is 
determined to live on some one else, 
in which it certainly succeeds.

The threshing ma­ 
chines arc great sinners in spreading 
smut. Just a few smut-pores from a 
machine will increase until an entire 
crop is mixed in a few years. It makes 
no difference how little smut there 
may be in the seed, it is sure to cause 
disaster in time. The smut-pores can­ 
not possibly be wholly dislodged by 
the fanning mill. 


F arm Note*. 
While harvesting the corn, look for 
flue ears to save for seed. 
A dry, well ventilated house for 
tools and implements should be on ev­ 
ery farm.

Potatoes, tobacco, beets 
and melons are Injured by it Light ap­ 
plications may help onions, cabbages 
and celery. On stiff clay soils 200 or 
300 pounds per acre may help the soil 
mechanically. 
Clover sod, with good stable man­ 
ure, applied upon the surface during 
the fall and winter months, turned 
down Just before planting to corn, fol­ 
lowed by ti grain crop, seeding with 
clover again, will give excellent re­ 
sults. We have yet to discover soil 
that will respond quicker to good treat­ 
ment than sandy soil under aitch care.

Then tell your com­ 
panions that you can make your egg 
obey your slightest wish, standing on 
tho edge of a knife, the rim of a glass 
or wherever yon will. Qf course, no 
one will believe you, but you can 
prove you are right.

On Tuesday the supreme court of 
the state rendered a decision in favor 
oMIrow Wing county in the mutter 
of the anne sat tori of a port ion of 
Cass. The suit was instigated by 
residents of Cass county to have the 
supreme 
court pass od the con­ 
stitutionality of the law under which 
the annexation was made and the 
coart has settled the matter for all 
time by declaring the law constitu­ 
tional. 
The casa has been to the 
supreme court before upon the ques­ 
tion of the regularity of the proceed­ 
ings, and the court then decided iu 
favor of Crow Wing. This <lid not 
satisfy some over zealous residents of 
the wilds of Cuss, 
and snit was 
brought to test the constitutionality 
pf the law itself, with the result in­ 
dicated above. The following is the 
syllabus in the cues;

I he Popocrats held a oity conven­ 
tion at the court house last night and 
[•laced a full ticket in the field, with 
the exception of a candidate 
for 
municipal judge. 
In the absence of 
Boss Slivers, Affidavit Johnson called 
the convention to order, and J. M. 
Martin acted as secretary. 
Mr. John­ 
son appointed a committee of five on 
credential and a recess of 5 minutes 
was taken to fix up a slate that would 
suit both the Populists and Demo­ 
cratic delegates. 
I he committee on credentials re­ 
ported each ward entitled to five 
delegates, after which a permanent 
organization was effected by electing 
Ed. Cullen chairman and J. M. Martin 
secretary. 
Nominations for mayor were called 
for and Ld. Cullen was placed in 
nomination by the Democratic fac­ 
tion and A. Olson by the People’s. 
An informal ballot resulted in IJJ 
votes for Cullen and 6 for Olson. 
It

so a formal ballot was ordered.

desiring a fight between the fractions, 
Mr. Kedeher proposed an adjourn­ 
ment of five minutes, and then in­ 
vited all the delegates into a commit­ 
tee room.

Capt. M elntosli roturned to the Ylg- 
Uam-ta a ml Consul I.«h* Inform ed W ey- 
l«*r that the v«»ss«*l w as going to sea, 
and that if any attem p t w as m ade to 
tak e off Ft»rnaud«»z or th a t lf the vessel 
w as fired up«»u Spain m ust take the 
consequences. 
W eyler

ery in the xvorld. One of the phases 
of practicing better methods that very 
few fanners get any adequate idea of. 
is that of making all operations and 
transactions o f the farm, work together 
to the one cud of producing big crops 
regularly, just as i piece of com pl i 
'ated machinery lias all its parts work- 
ng in harmony, that the machine may, 
without fail, do its work effectually. 
Any crop a farm er may cultivate, or 
any kind of live stock la* undertakes 
to keep upon the farm, has its relation 
to other crops or kinds of stock to be 
;*ultivated and raised, and tHis very r**- 
latiou is the thing that should deter­ 
mine tile extent to which the farmer 
is to go xvith his various operations. 
The man xvi til one Idea. or a hobby 
tm the farm, generally has a hard road 
to tray-el. Ile works without any of 
the advantages 
that flow 
from the 
smaller economies. 
It *s one thing to 
make the ends meet, but it is another 
aud belter (bing to make them 
lap 
over. This is what the up-to-date, all- 
around farm er is constantly doing, ll** 
is striving as far as lies in his power I 
to make of the farm a complete home, i 
Ile varies his methods, too, to suit tin* 
occasion. And this is xvhere tho well 
Informed farmer alw ays has tin ad­ 
vantage of those who know little or 
nothing as to what is parsing in th** 
world outside their 
oxvn 
immediate 
neighborhood. It requires knowledge 
rud the exercise of Judgment along -*.11 
(I lese lines, for a man to know with 
I ny thing bk** precision, whether it is 
le st to extend or curtail his operations 
I long certain lines of crop production, 
for any particular year. Jumping at 
conclusions, or follow ing along in an 
old rut. is a style of farm ing that ought 
to be obsolete iu this day and age of 
th** world. 
lf there is any one expression that 
describes the successful farmer of to­ 
day, it is that of being up to the times.

On bottom land, fall plow­ 
ing of clover sod for corn or potatoes 
Is followed by most satisfactory crops.

L i t t l e F a r m s in J a p a n . 
Japan, and not France or Belgium 
would appear to be the land of petit! 
According to a recent Amor 
lean bulletin a couple of acres is con­ 
sidered a large tract for farm ing pur 
poses. 
Most of the farm s nre smaller, 
aud on a little plot a surprising variety 
of crops is cultivated — a few f**et 
square of xvheat, barley, maize and 
m illet; a plot of beans perhaps tei 
feet wide by twenty feet long, a sim i­ 
lar area of potatoes and peas, aud a 
patch of onions “about as big as a 
grave;” beetroot, lettuce, turnips, sxveet 
potatoes aud other crops occupy the 
rest of the area. The farm er exam: 
iues his growing crops every morning, 
just as an engineer inspects his ma­ 
chinery, a*1*1 if an-V thing is wrong lift 
puts it right, lf a xx’ccd appears in 
tho bean patch bo pulls it up; lf a hill 
of potatoes or anything eise falls it is 
at once replanted. 
W hen he cuts 
down a tree lie alxxnys plants another. 
As soon as one crop is harvested th** 
soil is worked over, manured, and 
forthwith resown to another crop. It 
is estim ated that nine-tenths of the ag­ 
ricultural land of Japan Is devoted to 
rice, and Is this is a crop requiring 
much xvater, the paddy fields are 
banked up into terraces, one above the 
oilier, and divided off into sm all plots 
twenty-five or thirty feet square, with 
ridges of earth between them to pro 
vent the w ater from flowing away 
when they are flooded. All farming 
lands are irrigated by a system that 
is a thousand years old. Some of the 
ditches are Availed up w ith bamboo 
w icker work and some xvith tiles and 
stone. Nearly half the total popula­ 
tion of Japan is engaged in agricul­ 
ture. Silk and tea, the txx*o chief ex­ 
ports of the country, are raised almost 
bv the work of women.

They were mild for quaky 
Japan, and it was not until 8:30 in the 
evening, an hour and a half later, that 
the slow er moving w aves of water 
were announced by portent ions boom­ 
ing sounds. 
Only four m iles away 
from the coast fishermen were una­ 
ware of the presence of any extraor­ 
dinary w ave. But when the on-moving 
volume of w ater reached the steep 
sides of the sea bottom and mounted 
up to the shallow places the w ave 
grow to a height of twenty to fifty 
feet and hurled itself into the inlets 
and bays of the hapless land, over­ 
whelming, with contemptuous ease the 
feeble dikes which the Japanese fisher­

early and late blight.tin* plants sprayed 
wit ii this yielding double the quantity 
of those unsprayed. The early blight 
is 
aggravated, 
if 
not 
caused, 
by 
drouth ji mi injuries of flea-beetles and 
other insects. 
It attacks th** tops on­ 
ly. 
Late blight is rather a mildew, at- 
tacking the tops ti rat, and biter caus­ 
ing th** potatoes to rot and give off ji 
X'cry offensive od *r. This fungous dis­ 
ease lives over winter iii th** stored po­ 
tatoes, and it would seem that if per­ 
fectly sound seed from a crop that had 
not been attaeked by tills disease xvere 
planted, the rostiltiqg crop would be 
free from the disease; and experim ents 
at litis station Indicate, though they do 
not prove, that this is true. 
As it is some trouble to make Bor­ 
deaux mixture in sm all quantities, it 
is suggested that at Hie beginning of 
tin* season, stork solutions Im* made, as 
follows: P ut forty gallons of w ater 
into a clean kerosene barrel; put forty 
pounds of copper sulphate into a bran 
sa« k and suspend it in the water, just 
lieloxv the surface, by ti stick across 
tIi** top of th** barrel. 
It will soon dis­ 
solve w ithout stirring. Cover lightly 
for use from time to time. 
Iii a not her 
barrel slack forty pounds of fresh 
lim e (air-slacked lime will not do) in 
forty gallons of water, and when the 
lime settles keep it covered with xva­ 
ter to prevent loss of strength. Now, 
to make Bordeaux mixture, {nit twen­ 
ty-eight gallons of w ater into a forty- 
gallon barrel, add six from the stock 
solution of copper sulphate, ami six 
from the stw k solution of lime, first 
stirring tiles** stock solutions thorough­ 
ly from the bottom, aud you xviii have 
a solution composed of six pounds cop­ 
per sulphate, six {Moulds lime, and for­ 
ty gallons of water, and this is the 
best form ula for Bordeaux mixture. 
The lime - m ixture should be strained 
into the mixture through a very fine 
sieve, to exclude particles that might 
clog the nozzle or xalves of the spray 
pump.

M assachusetts 
station 
used one pound of British gum (dex­ 
trine) for every pound of Paris green, 
to make the poison adhere to the foli­ 
age; but the lim e does this, and at the 
sam e tim e prevents the jioison from 
burning the foliage. 


S a in t lu XX'heat 
One of our subscribers writes that 
his wheat is smutty, says the W estern 
Plowman; that ne has alw ays grown 
his oxvn seed, and he cannot under­ 
stand how sm ut should get into his 
grain. W ell, we can only tell him it 
som etim es gets ii, but, of course, can­ 
not tell hoxv it got into bis wheat. 
There may have been som e smut 
which la* di*l not see in his previous 
crop. Too great care cannot be exer­ 
cised to prevent the sowing of sm utty 
w h eat 
lf there is th** slightest suspi­ 
cion of smut the seed should be treated 
before sowing, with bluestone, which 
is used in a solution mint* of one {Miuud 
of blue and two and a half gallons of 
AA'iiter, to be sprinkled on the wheat; 
or the wheat may be dipped in a solu­ 
tion of bluestone, The threshing ma­ 
chines tiro great sinners in spreading 
smut. Just a few smut-pores from a 
machine xviii increase until an entire 
crop is mixed in a few years. It makes 
no difference how little sm ut there 
may be In the seed, it is sure to cause 
disaster in time. The smut-pores can­ 
not possibly lie wholly dislodged by 
the fanning mill.

The 
mice ami chipmunks swarm in pl* ntl- 
ful years, and th** fovea appear, seek­ 
ing for Hie mice. The deer roams less. 
and are more easily tracked down by­ 
th** still hunter when the nuts ar** 
plenty. Partridges and bluejays, wood 
peckers and rabbits, alike thrive on the 
nuts directly, xvhilc the fox ami the 
wildcat, th** w easel nm! the marten, 
tbs dog and tin* Ila wk. the owl, aud 
oven the shrike, find that ii:** prey on 
which they feed is more easily taken. 
ami consequently they xx ax fat and 
torpid. 
(Md as it may seem, the fish, too, 
come In for generous feeding. 
Insects 
bore into the drying nuts and in them 
d**|M)sit eggs, that mature when the 
spring rains melt I he snow*.

that when they are not washed axv.y 
in the tioods they take to their w ings 
and fly, and then the sw allow s, flu* 
crested flycatchers, the toads aud other 
Insect-eaters have plenty of them. 
AU winter long. during the first 
tracking snow, and later. Iii the big­ 
ging days, th** deer benefit, for they 
dig down iii the ground after the un­ 
derlying nuts, keeping their sides fa* 
tested during the fall, as sleek as ever. 
The young doer find iu th** nuts nour­ 
ishm ent fit to carry them through the 
xvorst of th** Aviator days. 
There alw ays are a number of nuts

ji sufficient store, and he must needs 
replenish It from am ong Hie trees. He 
goes to feeding, when the bluejays sal­ 
ly at him from the spruce tree on 
which they ar** cleaning their bills or 
pestering an owl.
